That is, A 7reatife conzerning the Obedience 
of Chriftians to the Supreme Powers; lhew- 
ing from Scripture and Eccleftaftical Hifto- 
ry, how far they ought to obey their Sove- 
reigns of a contrary Religion ; upon what 
Occafions they ought to refufe to obey them; 
and how they ought to behave themfelves in 
their Refufal. By M. Brueys. 


BRUEYS obferves , that accord- 
Mi. ing to the Gofpel Doétrine,we ought 

to render to Ca/ar what belongs to 
Cafar, and co God what belongs to God. None 
are ignorant of this general Precept ; and the 
Queftion is only to know how thofe Two Dif- 
ferent Duties can be difcharged at the fame 
time, and what are the Meafures of the Power 
of Princes, and of our Obedience to them. 
The Author undertakes to explain thofe Two 
Heads, and fays, that the Rules, prefcribed by 
him, equally concern all thofe who profefs 
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Chriftianity, without any diftinGion between 
Proteftants and Catholicks. He tells us that all 
of ’em will learn from his Book how to follow 
the Dictates of their Confcience , and how to 
obey the Supreme Powers. The late Affem- 
blies of the Cevennois gave him Occafion to 
write upon this Subject. The fame Author 
publifh’d in the Year 1692. a Book entitl’d, 
Hiftoire du Fanati/me de notre temps. 

The whole Syftem , contain’d in this Trea- 
tife, runs upon thefe Three Principles. 1. That 
in Things which God has exprefly commanded, 
we ought to obey him without any Exception, 
though we fhou’d difobey the Temporal Powers, 
2. That the Temporal Powers ought to be 
obey’d in every ching, that is not contrary to 
the Law of God. 3. That when Chriftians 
refufe to obferve the Laws of the Prince, as 
being contrary to the Will of God, they ought 
to fuffer patiently , and without revolting, all 
the Misfortunes occafion’d by their Refufal. 

Thefe Three Principles, fays our Author, 
are built upon a Truth generally received; wiz. 
That Chriftians find themfelves engaged in 
Two different Societies : Oneis formed by Re- 
ligion, and the Defign of that Society is to fe- 
cure Men’s Happinefs after Death : The other 
is formed by the Political Government, and 
the only thing it aims at isto make Men hap- 
py inthis Life. God is the Supreme Power, 
which the Society, formed by Religion, ac- 
knowledges. Princes are the Supreme Powers, 
which the Society, formed by the Political Go- 
vernment, fubmits to. Thofe Two Societies 
muft attain their Ends, without thwarting one 
another ; and in order to it, the Laws ofeach 
of ‘em ought to be obferved. Now, fays 
M. Brueys, the Three Principles, that have been 
laid down, reconcile every thing in that Re- 
fpect, 
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fpea&. The Chriftians difcharge their Duty to- 
wards God, by obeying his Laws preferably 
to all other things ; they pay a due Obedience 
to the Temporal Powers , by acknowledging 
no other Law, but that of God, to be above 
theirs ; and they acquit themfelves of their 
Duty to God and their Princes, when they pa- 
tiently bear the Punifhments, which they bring 
upon themfelves by refufing to obey their 
Commands, that are contrary to the Laws of 
God. Such is the Plan of the Author: Let us 
proceed to the Proofs alledged by him. 

He obferves, in the firft place, chat che pub- 
lick Exercife of Religion ought not to be con- 
founded with Religion it felf. Religion con- 
fifts in the Belief of fome Doétrines : The pub- 
lick Exercife of Religion is but an outward 
Form relating to that Belief , and yet diftin® 
from it. According to the Principles that 
have been laid down, the Chriftians ought to 
obferve all the Laws of God, without any Ex- 
ception ; and they ought likewife to obferve 
the Laws of the Prince, unlefs they be contra- 
ry to the Laws of God. From whence it fol- 
lows, that if God had commanded the publick 
Exercife of Religion, no Prince cou’d difpenfe 
them from it : And therefore the only difficul- 
ty lies in this, viz. Whether God has com- 
manded all Chriftians the publick Exercile of 
Religion. 

We find in the Scripture, that we ought to 
do whatever is commanded in the Decalogue, 
and forbear doing whatever is forbidden in it ; 
fo that if a Prince required from us any thing 
contrary to the Decalogue, it were our Duty 
not to fubmit to his Orders. God has alfo pre- 
{cribed many Things in the Scripture that 
concern Morality ; and thofe Things , which 
belong to the Confcience, muft likewife be 
pradisd, becaufe they do not in the leaft con- 
cern the Laws of the Political Government, 
which take only Cognizance of External Adi- 
ons. Laftly, it appears that befides the Belief 
of fome Doétrines, and the Purity of Manners, 
God has commanded fome External Actions ; 
as to publifh and preach his Gofpel to all Na- 
tions ; to partake of the Sacraments inftituted 
by him ; and boldly to confefs his Religion be- 
fore Men. All Chriftians, whatever Religion 
they be of, ought to obey God inthis Point ; 
becaufe ‘tis a Command which concerns the 
Eftablifhment of Religion , but does not pre- 
{cribe the publick Exercife of it. 

But it does not appear from any Paflage of 
the Scripture, that Jefus Chrift commands the 
Chriftians to do what every Body underftands 
by the publick Exercife of Religion ; that is, 
to build Churches, to f{ummon Affemblies, and 
to make publick Gatherings. Accordingly , 
thofe, who in order to obey his Commands, 
preach the Chriftian Faith among the Infidels, 
and publifh the Dodtrines and Myfteries of Re- 
ligion, without fearing the Threats of Tem. 
poral Powers, or the Danger of Martyrdom, 
dare not venture upon a publick Profeflion, 
without the Confent and Permiffion of the So- 
vereign.

Perhaps, fays the Actker, ic will te cb. 
jeGted, that if there is no exprefs Command in 
the Scripture for the publick Exercife of Reli- 
gion, we have at leait the Example and Pra- 
tice of the Apoftles, who met in certain P}a- 
ces, where they made from time to time {cme 
Gatherings to fupply the Wants of the Church: 
From whence it may be concluded , that whae 
was practis’d by the Apoftles ought to be imi. 
tated by all Chriftians. 

To this the Author anfwers, 1. That the 
firftt Chriftians made no publick Exercife of 
Religion but that of the Fewifh Religion, which 
was then allowed by the Laws of the Tempo- 
ral Powers. 2. That the Places wherein they 
met,were only Houfes belonging to privatePer- 
fons, and not publick Temples and Buildings. 
3- that their Affemblies were private Affem- 
blies, allowed by the Laws of the Political Go- 
vernment. Laftly, That their Gatherings were 
only voluntary Alms, which have never been 
prohibited by Political Laws. He adds, thar 
if Jefus Chrift made fome Alterations in the 
Religion that was eftablifl’d in Fudea, he did 
not concern himfelf wich the Political Govern- 
ment ; but on the contrary, exprefly declared 
that his Kingdom was not of this World , and 
that che Temporal Powers were to be obey'd. 
Hence ic is that he made no Law for regulating 
Political Governments, but only for the Regu- 
laiion of Confcience and Religion. Had God 
commanded to make a publick + xercife of Re- 
ligion, none cou d be difpenfed from it ; and 
confequently thofe Chriftians, who live under 
the domination of Princes of a contrary Re- 
ligion, would be bound to build Temples, to 
{ummon Affemblies, and to make Gatherings, 
in Oppofition to the Laws of thofe Powers. 
This would open a way to Rebellion; and the 
Political Government, in which Chrift made 
no Alteration, woud be changed and over- 
thrown ; becaufe if the thing be duly confi- 
dered, fays the Author, the Authority of Tem- 
poral Powers is chiefly fupported by their 
{trong Places, Armies, and Treafures , which 
are things much like thofe, chat form the pub- 
lick Exercife of Religion : So that if Subjeas 
were allowed to build publick Buildings, to 
call numerous Affemblies, and to make Ga- 
therings, without the Knowledge and againtt 
the Will of Sovereigns , they wou’d have in 
their Hands, to fhake off their Domination, 
almoft the fame means that Sovereigns have to 
maintain it. 

Befides, though the outward Form, where- 
in the publick Exercife of Religion coniitts, 
may promote Piety and Edification ; yet it is 
not abfolutely neceffary in order to be faved, 
fince no Body doubts that thofe Chriltians , 
who live in a Countrey where they are not al- 
lowed to make a publick Profeffion of their 
Religion , may neverthelefs obtain Salvation, 
if they remain faithful co God, and obferve his 
Commandments. And therefore fince thofe 
things, which conftitute the publick Exercife 
of Religion, are not of an abfolute neceflity 
to be faved, and are neither exprefly nor tacitly 
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commanded in the Scripture ; it follows, ac- 
cording to the Author’s Principles, that thofe 
Chriftians, who live under the Domination 
of a Prince of a contrary Religion, are bound 
to obey him, when he forbids fuch things; and 
that if they refift in fuch a cafe, they refufe to 
render to Cafar what belongs to Cefar, and in- 
cur the Condemnation wherewith Se. Paul 
threatens thofe Subjeéts, who rebel againit 
their lawful Princes. Thefe Principles and 
Motives are difcufs’d at large in the fequel of 
this Work ; but becaufe they always come to 
this Point, Thar the publick Exercife of Reli- 
gion is none of the things commanded by Chritt, 
and thac whatever is not exprefly commanded 
in the Scripture, ought not to prevail above 
the Orders of Secular Powers ; the Expofiti- 
on of thefe general Rules is fufficient to give a 
juft Notion of the Book.

Method, not only the beff Remedies for the 
Cure of Difeafes, but alfo the chief Caufes 
that affect the Entrails. With a Collection 
of Pharmacy, for the Ufe of thofe very 
Perfons, who have only a fuperficial Know- 
ledge of the Latin Jongue. By Vitus E-

Bs HIS Book may be of very good Ufe to 
thofe who ftudy Phyfick : Ic will teach 
them the firft Precepts of that Art, either for 
the (heory or the Practice. It contains a fhort 
and methodical Account of the Caufes of Dif- 
eafes, and of the Remedies that may be appli- 
ed to them. There are Three ways of Cu- 
ring , or Preventing Difeafes : Some are 
grounded upon the Regimen, others upon 
Chirurgery, and others upon Pharmacy. The 
Author difcourfes only of the latter: We fhall 
give an Account of what he fays concerning 
Purges, as a Specimen of his Performance. 
Purges evacuate upwards or downwards; 
Thofe that purge upwards, are call’d Emetick, 
and are very proper, 1. When the Caufe of 
the Illnefs refides in the Stomach; provided 
that Caufe be a fuperabundant, fharp, or vif- 
cous Humour. They are alfo proper, when 
an extraneous Body gets into the Stomach, 
and cannot be removed but by a Vomit. 2. 
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When there is Occation to make {trong Revul- 
fions , in order to take Off fome Humours that 
lie elfewhere ; as in the Hypocondriack Dif- 
eafe, the Quartan Ague, the Afthma, the A- 
poplexy, @e. 

To give the Emetick in a proper time, ‘tis 
neceflary, 1. That the Matter fhou’d have a 
Tendency to come out upwards: Which may 
be known by the Bitternefs of the Mouth, 
the great Quantity of Spittle , the Heavinefs, 
or frequent Rifing of the Stomach, the Loath- 
ing of Meat, oc. 2. That thefe Signs be not 
attended with contrary Indications , fuch as 2 
big Belly, a Rupture, Spitting of Blood, &c. 

Emetick Remedies are taken from Vegetals, 
or Minerals: Thofe of Vegetals work with 
more Violence, as the white Hellebore ;: 
Thofe of Minerals are more innocent, as thofe 
that are taken from Antimony and Vicriol. 
The Author prefcribes the Dofe of thofe Re- 
medies ; and then teaches how co ftop the too 
violent Effect of Emeticks, by Drinking imme- 
diately fome warm Beer. In the nexe place, 
he proceeds to thofe Purges which evacuate by 
atools. He is none of thofe , who fancy that 
a Purge carries off only the foul Humours of 
the Inceftines ; and that ic is of little ufe, if 
compared with Bleeding, which they recom- 
mend upon all Occafions. He believes, as the 
beft Phyficians do, that a Purge gets into the 
Blood ; and that if it evacuates thro’ the Inte- 
{tines, “tis not fo much the Matters contain’d 
in the Inteftines , as that which was in the 

whole Habit. He takes Purging to be one of 
the beft Remedies in Phyfick ; but he does not 
believe, with the Vulgar, that one ought to 
judge of the good Effeét of this Remedy, by 
the Quantity of Evacuated Humours: He 
thinks, as well as Hippocrates, that one ought to 
confider, upon this Occafion, the State of the 
Sick Perfon after the Operation of the Purge ; 
and that if he tinds himfelf eafed, ’cis a Sign 
that the Humour, which is come out, is thac 
very Humour which was to be purged. Buc 
that Humour is often in a {mall Quantity. The 
Author adds, that the Inteftines being the way, 
thro’ which a Purge evacuates the Matter ic 
carries off, it works alfo upon the Inteftines ; 
and confequentiy when a Purge is to be pre- 
{cribed, one ought to have a particular Regard 
to the State of thofe Parts. The Difeafes of 
the Inteftines confift either in what is contain’d 
inthem, or in the Parts they are made of. 
As for what is contain’d in them, ‘tis neceflary 
to examine whether it be a harden’d Matter, 
a fuperabundant Vifcofity , Winds or Worms 
fhut up in them, @c. and to draw from thence 
fome Inferences for the Choice of a Purge, 
or for a previous Preparation which the Bodv 
may want. The Difeafes relating to thofe 
very Parts that make up the Inteflines , con. 
cern either the Fibres of the Inteftines , both 
nervous and flefhy, or their glandulous Tuni- 
cles, or their Veffels. If there is any Reafon 
to fufpeé thac the Fibres of the Inteftines are 
prick'd by fome acrimonious Sale, that they 
have received fome Alteration , that they are 
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inflamed, &c. Care ought to be taken, not 
to make’em worfe by the Irritation of a Purge. 
If their Tunicles are too open, they ought to 
be foften’d by the Help of a mucilaginous 
Remedy, crc. But if there is no Indication 
contrary to Purging, the moft gentle Purges 
mutt be ufed ac firft, and then others may be 
employ’d, if there is Oceafion for it. The 
Author mentions the different Sorts of Purges, 
thaf may be ufed upon different Cccafions ; 
and then prefcribes Two General Rules for 
the right Ufe of a Purge. The Firft is, That 
moft acute Difeafes proceeding trom an Excefs 
of Eating and Drinking, are occafion’d by the 
Quantity of a Vicious Choler or Phlegm, which 
ought to be purg’d at firft, thac other Remedies 
may have a good Succefs : The Second is, That 
in all Difeafes, either Acute or Chronical,when 
there is any Sediment in the Urine, tis a Sign of 
the Neceflity of Purging. This Rule is con- 
firm’d by this Obfervation, That after the Ta- 
king of Phyfick, the Urine never fails to grow 
thick. The Author takes Occafion from thence 
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LEIPSIC &.

This Geography is divided into Seven Parts. The 
Author calls the Firft Natural Geography ; becaufe it con- 
tains a particular Account of the Works of the Author 
of Nature. He calls the Second Hierarchical Geography ; 
becaufe it treats of the State and Government of the 
Church. The Third is enticled The Geography of Mary ; 
becaufe it contains an Enumeration of all the Miraculous 
Images of the Holy Virgin, and a Defcription of the 
Places where they are honour’d. The Fourth Pare is 
call’d Political Geography, becaufe the Author difcourfes 
of Political Government. In the Fifth , he reaches the 
Manner of finding out the Longitudes, the Ufe of the 
Globes, how to make them, Oc. He calls it Artificial Geo- 
graphy. The Sixth contains only Geographical Maps; 
and therefore the Author has added no Epithet to the 
Word Geography> But he thought fic to call the Laft Part 
Critical Geography, becaule it treats of the New Difcove- 
ries that have been made in that Science.

of Emetick Tartar, Julep, Harts horn, the Reor 
of Tormentil, the Diaphoretick Antimony, 
Nitre, the Aperitive Elixir of Clanderus, the 
Bezoardick Tin@ture of Ludovicus, and laflly, 
of the Celeftial Treacle, mixed with an Extra 
of wild Poppy and with Laudanum. Ue pre- 
{cribes this laft Remedy for a Bloody Flux, and 
for all Hemorrhagies, for a want of Sleep, and 
violent Pains. Half a Dram of Treacle muft 
be mixed with the fame Cuantity of an Extra& 
of wild Poppy, and with Three Grains of O- 
pium: 24 Pills muft be made of this Compofi- 
tion, and Eight of ‘em may be taken Two 
Hours after a very light Supper.

Dr. Verheyen, a Native of Brabant, was made Profeffor 
of Anatomy at Louvain, in 1689. and died there in Ja- 
nuary laft. Befides his great Learning , he was a Man of 
great Piety, and a profound Humility , being perfuaded 
that the nobleft Sciences are nothing but Vanity , unlefs 
they be attended with the Love of God. Here follows 
his Epitaph, which was found atter his Death , written 
with his own hand. 

Philippus Verheyen Medicine Dolor O& Profelfer , partem 


fui materialem hic in Cameterio condi veluit, ne Templum de- 


honeftaret, aut nocivis halitibus infiserct. Reguicfcat in pace. 

His Anatomy met with a good Reception from the 
Publick, for Two Reafons, among others. Firft , 
caufe it contains, befides the Opinions of the Ancients, 
the Modern Difcoveries, defcribed more at large and 
more accurately than in the Bodies of Anatomy thar 
were publifh’d before. Secondly , becaule the Author 
expreiles himte!lf very clearly, though his Style is not fo 
fine as that of Bartholin, and fome other Phyficisns. 

Belides his Anatomy, he publifh’d a Treatifé concern. 
ing Fevers, an Abridgment of the Theory and Practice of 
Phyfick, and the Hiftory of the Recovery of Father Ov- 
ractaJefuic. He has left behind him a ‘J reatife concern- 
ing the Prefervation of Health, ready for the Prefs ; and 
a Second Volume of his Anatomy, lately printed in this 
City, with this Firle.
